(0)  Tho  brigade  boundary  was  changed  offootlve  21  Doo  69,  which  nocesaitatod 
aoving  sevoral  artillery  unite.  PSB  Wood  passed  to  control  of  2d  Brlgado  and 
0/7/9  BOTod  to  Tay  Ninh  Base  Osnp;  2/22  Xnf  (N)  was  returned  to  control  of  3d 
Brig^. 

(d)  On  24  Doo  69,  B/7/9  ■oved  froa  IBB  lavllns  to  Tay  Rinh  Base  Oaap  and 
subsequently  departed  tho  iO.  O/3/13  aovad  froai  Tay  Rinh  Baso  Osap  to  IBB 

Rawlins. 

(e)  PBB  Crook  was  olosod  on  31  Roo  49  and  Bovod  to  Toy  Rinh  Base 

OSBP. 

(f)  Tho  battalion  bognn  utilising  bnrgo  artillery  on  6  Deo  69*  O/7/II 
was  salectod  to  operate  as  tho  riverine  battery.  This  ooneopt  has  proven  suo- 
oossful  within  this  iO.  Otherwise  inaooossible  areas  oan  bo  roaohed  with  light 
artillery  in  support  of  the  infnntry  without  tho  probloos  of  airlift  teohnlques. 
Minor  dlffloultioa  trore  originally  onoountorad  in  lavy  support,  loading  and  off¬ 
loading,  resupply,  md  speoo  utilisation  but  ware  rapidly  ovarooBs  as  axpsrisooe 
and  additional  knowledge  of  this  aeans  of  transport  wore  gained.

US  artillery  is 
requesting  ooro  and  aore  AITR  artillery  support  as  the  oentar  oontinusa  to  eoo]^* 
dlnata  iho  usa  of  both  U8  and  Tiatnaaoaa  firapower.  Airing  tha  nonth  of  Roveadiar, 
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IRVn  artillery  assistance  was  re(tue8ted  by  the  DS  artillery  on  10  Eed  Hass  tar- 
c;etSf  2  Duffloba^i  and  3  SLiR  roadouta.  As  a  result  of  coordination  with  the 
Provinoe  TOC  by  the  GfBCC,  the  Tiotnsmose  are  requesting  08  artillery  support 
to  a  greator  extent  on  IntaHiganoo  reports  and  contact  nissions.  08  and  AE7V 
sartlUexy  have  boon  used  togother  suooossfully  on  a  nuabor  of  occasions  since 
the  CFBCC  began  operation.  Sono  oxsnplos  froo  the  Donth  of  lovonbor  follovt 
on  19  Kovoobor,  tho  CFBCC  reoolved  an  intelligonco  report  of  a  probable  rocket^ 
nortari  and  sappor  attack  on  Toy  Hinh  Suit.  The  CFBCC  ionediately  passed  this 
Inforaation  to  US  elooonts,  and  through  olose  00  rdination  idth  tho  M&Cf  advisors 
and  tho  Sootor  TOC  develop^  a  Joint  plan  of  fire  support  utilising  both  US 
nnd  LBBTS  artillery  in  order  to  prevent  a  oajor  attack  froo  tho  north  as  tho 
Intolligonoo  roport  had  indioatod.  An  area  was  plannod  in  which  interdiction 
fire  was  to  be  placed  by  US  and  ARVH  artillery  throui^iout  the  night*  beginning 
with  a  TOT  on  tho  prloaiy  suspect  onoeqr  location  at  1200  hours.

to  the  now  QT  lino  aftor  lorge  shifts  in  oxdor  to  stay  "in  step"  with  nJUiC* 

(o)  Booocuendatlon.  That  consldoration  bo  given  to  use  of  tho  enabling 
prooodure  for  oatrix  ihnotlon  D*4  (OT  Lino  adjust)  aftor  largo  shifts  in  de> 
viation  to  account  for  tho  now  GT  line* 

d.  Organisation.  Augoentation  of  Annunltion  Sootion. 

(1)  Observation.  A  battalion  asDunltion  sootion  m  ovgsiiiBed  by  tho  TOS 
does  not  have  suffiolont  resources  to  perfom  its  nission  in  a  Tiotnao  type 
of  envlroment  without  an  oucpentation  of  persomol  and  eonaunieations  oquilH 
nent. 

(2)  Bvaluation.  Tho  organisation  of  the  battalion  amunltion  section  is 
based  on  the  personnel  and  oquipnont  roq;uirsd  to  support  the  firing  batteries 
in  a  oonvontional  situation  idiore  the  batteries  are  in  close  prozinity  to  tho 
battalion  hoadquartors.  In  that  typo  of  situation  the  battalion  acounition 
section  picks  up  Class  7  fron  tho  iSS  and  delivers  it  to  the  battalion  holding 
aroa.  TUs  type  of  re-supily  generally  roquiros  that  tho  section  operate  as 
one  elonbnt  and  oovoDont  is  nado  in  a  sin^^o  convoy.  In  the  Tietnac  typo  on- 
viromontf  with  great  distancos  between  the  battories  and  battalion  hoadquortorSf 
the  soetlon  is  usually'  responsible  for  5  A  convoys  to  sopozato  locations 
each  day.  All  anounition  is  delivered  by  the  battalion  aoesmition  sootion 
because  tho  firing  batteries  supply  their  own  vehicles  for  pick  up  of  the 

other  classes  of  supply.  It  is  not  always  practical  to  ornbine  or  coordinate 
those  amunltion  convoys  with  the  firing  battery  convoys  and  each  separate 
convoy  oust  have  on  escort  vehlole  to  provide  oomunioation  and  security. 

Since  the  battalion  aoEunitlon  section  is  authorised  only  one  i  ton  with 
radio,  the  other  escort  vehicles  Dost  be  provided  free  other  sections.  This 
seriously  detracts  fron  tho  other  sections*  oapabllity  to  perfom  their 
nission. 

(3)  Socomondation.  That  battalion  anounition  seotions  working  ins 
7iotnac-typo  onvironnont  bo  eu(pented  by  tho  addition  of  three  (3)  AV^K-23

tha  ladar  Set  oreatod  tha  need  for  a  field  expedient  battery  container. 

(b)  fraluatlon.  ZnroatiL'jation  by  tho  Sivialon  Artillery  Si^pml  Officer 
rera^ed  that  a  *50  eal  Aoaiunition  Box  (Natal)  could  be  eoploved  to  house  two 
of  tho  atondard  Al^VS-S  batteries  (Battery ,  Storage  BB-622B^).  The  noxnal 
oonponant  battery  box  for  the  Bodar  Set  houaoa  only  ono  such  battery.  Use  of 
two  battariaa  allova  both  dual  (Ona  battery  used  for  ono  ilB^'?S-5»  ono  bat¬ 
tery  atand>4)y  or  bainff  oharoad.  Also  two  (2)  AJf/BP8-3  eon  be  operated  slnul- 
tanaoualy  uainc;  both  battorlas  and  both  power  cables)  and  parallel  (Two  bat¬ 
tariaa  oonaootad  in  parallel)  operation.  (See  Inolosuros  5  and  6)  The  nost 
outataadinff  oharaotoriatio  of  tho  eonflsuration  la  that  when  wired  in  parallel, 
tha  ladar  Set  la  allowed  to  operate  oontinuoualy  for  up  to  a  14  hour  period. 
Thla  alinlnatoa  the  need  for  ohanclne  the  battery  rfter  six  (6)  hoursof  op¬ 
eration  during  the  houn  of  darknsea  as  is  Iho  practice  with  tito  AN^T6-3 
oonponc'it  battery  aasaoibly.  Two  ooonony  factors  also  were  evident i  tha 
relatively  low  ooat  of  natariols  fbr  tha  fabrioated  power  supply  and  tho  fact 
that  battory  life  of  tho  BD-622B^  oan  bo  doubled  with  parollol  operation.

That  the  obovo  field  axpodiont  battory  oonfisuxation 
be  u^  whtro  moesaary,  and  that  a  twin  battery  oonfisuration  bo  adopted 
in  place  of  tha  present  ainc^o  battory  oonponont  power  supply  for  the  AN/- 
n6-$  ladar  Set* 

(2)  Ancillary  Iqiuipaont  for  M4P2  Howitser. 

(a)  Obsorvation.  Ancillary  oquipoont  for  tho  N102  howitzer  is  linlted. 

To  oidi^a  spaed  and  aoouraoy  and  contribute  to  oraw  efficiency  several  iteins 
not  provided  with  tha  weapon  rust  be  fabrioatod. 

(b)  Bvaluatlon.  Units  of  one  battalion  have  developed  several  teohniquas 
CO  assiat  tha  oamonaera  of  N102  howitzer  sections  in  perfoming  their  duties. 
Listed  bolow  are  three  itens  which  nay  ivove  helpful  to  other  units  havin^r  tho 

ama  typo  waaponi 
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^  Londlng  ficxk  for  N102  hovd.tzor«  A  loading  rcvck  has  boon  construe  tod 
to  he  enplGCod  on  tho  trails  of  the  N102  howitzer.  Bounds  nay  bo  fuzed, 
oharces  out,  and  stacked  on  tho  loadln/;  rock.  This  Is  ospocially  helpful 
during;  tho  Hrin/j  of  preparations  or  other  nissions  roquirin^':  that  sovoral 
rounds  bo  fired  quickly.  Additlcnally,  several  units  in  this  AO  have  cer¬ 
tain  acquired  tar£?ots  which,  booauso  of  ran^o  and  looaticn  will  bo  firod  on 
by  tho  unit  99^  of  tho  tino.  Havinf;  sovoral  rounds  propaxod  for  quick  reac¬ 
tion  will  result  in  better  rosixinse  to  torQots  which  prosont  thoDselves

2  Oollimator  Bunkor.  Tho  oollinator  bunker  has  been  constructed  to 
protect  tho  collinr.tor  fron  tho  olononts,  helicopter  rotor  wash,  and  danoGC 
fron  hostile  fixe.

i  Gunner's  Boat.  During  contact  fire  nissions  a  pinner  uay  bo  required 
to  reriain  at  his  post  for  extended  periods.  As  the  M102  howitzer  is  a  low 
silhouette  weapon,  sighting  throu^  tho  panoramic  telescope  for  lon{j  periods 
of  tino  con  be  n^st  difficult  and  tiring.  Tho  gunner's  seat  provides  tho 
gunner  with  a  platfcm  which  will  facilitate  his  operation  of  the  telescope 
over  oxtendod  periods.  (Incl  4) 

(0)  Beoomendation.  That  tho  field  expedient  dovicos  depicted  in 
InoloBuros  2,  3»  4  considorod  as  excellent  neons  of  upgrading  tho 

efficiency  and  precision  of  M102  howitzer  crews.
